TESTED RECIPES 


SPRINGTIME FOODS 


With the approach of spring comes 
4 yearing for lighter foods, and every- 
one welcomes a change from the more 
or less heavy méals which are served 
during the winter months. It is na- 
tural that cach new food such asmaple 
syrup, rhubarb, and asparagus, which 
appears on the market as spring pro- 
gresses, is heralded with delight, and 
that other foods which suit the spring- 
time taste are in popular demand, 

The following recipes suggest a few 
of the many foods which seem to be 
rightly associated with warm, spring 
days, and should prove effective in 
whetting lagging appetites. 

*JELLIED HAM ROLLS 
6 slices cooked ham 
1 small bar white cream cheese or 
1 cup cottage cheese 
Cream to moisten 

4 cup horseradish 

1 package lemon jelly powder 

1% cups boiling water 

+ cup vinegar 

4 Leaspoon salt 

Dash of cayenne 


Make a paste of cheese, cream and 
horseradish. Spread generously on 
thin slices of ham, Roll tightly, Arr- 
ange rolls in mould. Dissolve the jelly 
powder in boiling water to which vin- 
egar, salt and cayenne have deen add- 
ed. Cool, Pour over the ham rolls and 
cbill. When thoronghly set, cut into 
oblong shapes with one ham roll in 
each, Serve on crisp lettuce, If desired 
one-half cup seedless raisins may be 
added to t he jelly mixture when part 
ially set.
